“The itrugfle for mors wages will ever continue white the wage eyetem 
lasts, until b.v an awakened social instlnt and a more enlightened coiweption of 
oiir relation to each other we shall come to see that wo are really brothers and 
must learn to live brotherly.” 

“Workingmen must not only make common cause with the workingmen 
of their craft, but with every eraft under the shining sun. They must learn 
not only to make common cause with the workingmt'n of their nationality and 
their color, but with all rolors.” 

“The capitalist will not hesitate to take hla money bags and go to the 
Orient if he can make more money out of a Chinanun there than out of a 
white man here.” 

“It is the capitalistic spirit—-the spirit that would separate man from man 
and hrollnr from brother—which most be overcome, and to this end let labor 
make its eontriliution etui to the development of the idea of unity, of .siudhty, 
lilwrly and fraternity, if we nope to see the .kmerican idehl wrought out and 
demorrstie .\meriean conditions prevail, where every man can stand as an 
e*|ual and a brother.” 

The (picetion is, what is Mayor .Tones doing to abolish the wage 
system? .-Vt the Ia.<t election he supported the Demorratic party, that 
is pledged in every fibre of its corrupt being to perpetuate wage slavery. 

Jl.ivor .lones keeps telling us that he is a man without a party;

abundant tliat it is a diaastrous Hysteon even for the small capi- 
tali&ls who compose Uic greater part of tiic e^ipitalist clasa, while 
it is a life sentence of liard work and a bare living for tlie 
gn^at working class that constitutes practically the whole popu* 
lation. 

So that is w5iy a capitalist who pays a laborer in wages only 
n fifth of the vaJuc of the laborer’s product, docs not become 
richer to the extoit of the value of tlm other fonr-fifths. Much 
of it is wasted in the conipotitivo struggle for profits. And if 
you think this competitive struggle isn’t fierce—that most of 
tlie capitalists themselves are not **suTating blood” most of the 
time—]dease remendx r that moat men who go into ‘‘business** 
fail ' boner or later. The par<? is too swift for them and they 
have to go down. ^lost men, who go into business never ac¬ 
cumulate enough so they feel able to retire until they die. But 
Bradstreet’s is authoritr for the statement that 60 per cent 
of tlmse wt )0 begin business at fail before they arc 6^. It is 
fonimonly repoiiml that the p^Tientage of failures is even as 
high as 05, but the estimate of Rrad^ee *8, which is probably 
^on^ervative, sliows that the capitalist system is terribly dis- 
a.^trons for mo-tt of the capitalists, as well as merciless in its 
robluTV of tluise who produce the world’s wealth. 

is there no es4ajH^ from siicli conditions? Must the world 
plod on fon*\>T under a systcni of industry that is constantiy 
increasing the percentage of toilers who cannot afford to own 
even the roofs over their head.s wliile it ae eonstantlv increases 
the already colossal wealth of n few who do not toil? 

Well, there is a division of opinion.s on these questions. 
Intelligent inemhcM of the capitalist class, like Vrrsid»'nl 
Jordan, of S(anft»rd University, realijjo e^-en if they do not .il- 
wavit admit it as puhlicly a* lu* dbl, that ‘‘the poor will liecome 
pfioprr in the twvnlietli cenlun.”

Yonr pamplilet “The Capitalists’ 
Union or Labor Unions” states a 
serious case veiy forcibly. But over 
Uiat side of the water you seem to 
have got A-whole generation ahead 
of us in the advance towards a So¬ 
cialistic order of society. In this 
old country it is certainly startling 
to hear tliat you advanced men are 
contemplating revolution—1 pre¬ 
sume you mean revolution by physi¬ 
cal force. "The fact is, I suppose, 
your proteclionist system lias de¬ 
veloped your Vapitalisni with great 
rapiility and you arc experiencing 
some of the worst effects of it. I 
rcniemlier William Morris telling 
me a few years ago that he rather 
expected there would have to be an 
ups<-t such as yon say you are pre¬ 
pared for, before things were finally 
settled. 

I was myself tiicn, and I am still, 
inclined to hope that nothing of tlic 
kind may he necessary. I have far 
greater faitli in the peaceful pro¬ 
mulgation of right principles than 
in any reliance on brute force in any 
shape or form. Wc are ail of us at 
times apt to grow impatient of the 
slowness of our progress and inelin- 
ihI to seek short cuts. 

Xo doubt a short out may lend to 
the goal. There are events in liis- 
toiy wliieh appear to prove this; but 
for every such event tliere may, 1 
Wlieve. he found ten wliieh have 
led astray and proved a real hind, 
raiicc to process. Tlic fact is that 
until there is a certain public en¬ 
lightenment—a certain preponder¬ 
ance of intelligent public opinion in 
favor of general public cooperation 
—any physical force upheaval would

We Americans prate about the 
duties of citizcn.ship; but, after all, 
how about it! One of the implied 
duties of citizenship is to serve the 
people in a public capacity when 
called upon to do so by their ballots. If that is a duty of citizenship, 
then anything that interferes with or obstructs the exercise of that duty 
is subversive of good citizenship and of our American institutions, 
which contemplate a govenunent of the people by tlie people. 

In Milwaukee last week the wage-working cl» s, which, while in the 
vast majority, had never before had a class representative in the city 
government, dected nine men to the city council and four others to the 
county board. In doing this they eierci.sed tardily a constitutional 
right, as did the thirteen elected men when they qnalifled for their new 

J iublic duties. But the embarassmeiits under which the men did quali- 
y should interest all honest citizens, for they show that society does not 
safeguard its elected representatives after they have consent^ to ex¬ 
ercise that duty of citizenship. 

Ko sooner were the men elected than they found themselves, most 
of them (as they had expected), discharged by their employers. 

Although skilled craftsmen, they ^auld not hold office and work at 
their trades, too. Thus another class penalty is visited upon them, only 
one of the. many social punishments that fall upon the working class. 
The only alternative would be to make a job of politics, although the 
pav they will draw as councilracn amounts to only a , few hundred 
dollars a year, which is certainly not enough to live on. At the same 
time the world wonders why men make a business out of politics and 
that politics is corrupt. 

The working class constitutes the great bulk of the population. 
In this (ountry the, majority is supposed to rule. But the moment the 
working class makes an approach to snch a thing, capitalism shuts off 
ifcs bread and butter. 

And so some of our elected men in Milwaukee must give up 
skilled work aad seek for some unskilled employment so as to have the 
necoilsary time left to devote to their public duties. In serving society 
they are at the same time society’s victims! 

Failing thus in discouraging them altogether, it is only to be 
expected that capitalism will begin its usual work of seeking to render 
this hostile force innocnous, by corrupting it 

Socialists believe that capitalism has its historic mission to fulfill, 
that of building up and concentrating industry to the point where it 
is ready for socialization in ownership—^to the point where the capitalist 
himself hecomos superfluous in industry and collectivism becomes pos¬ 
sible and imperative. This development must to.a great extent precede 
the advent of Socialism. To this development our Socialist legislators 
would not be hostile, their hostilitywould be toward the control of legis¬ 
lation by the capitalists for {heir own private interests and against the 
interests of the people at large. This being so, capitalism, personified 
in the corporations and big business interests, will try by its usual 
lobbying craft to break down the class loyalty and the good resolves of 
these men, in order to turn them from faithful representatives of the 
people to creatures of faithlessness and public shame. But our re¬ 
presentatives knew pretty well what would beset their paths when they 
accepted the aldormanic and other nominations, and will stand the test, 
pass by the temptations and come out ■of the ordeal unscathed. 

The capitalistic lobbies (paid for by our “leading” citizens, do not 
forget) work with a cold precision and craft that those not behind -he 
scenes little dream of. When k lot of new men enter the halls of legis¬ 
lation they mske a particular study of their particular cases. Man
